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SUBJECT: Green River Auburn Lagoon Outfall Survey  
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On August 7, 1973, I conducted a survey of the Auburn Lagoon outfall into the 
Green River. 

Initially chlorine is added to the effluent as it leaves the lagoon, where it then travels 
approximately 1 mile east from the lagoon to the Green River.  There is no actual 
chlorine contact chamber-only the pipe itself.  Chlorine residual is 1.0 ppm after 
3 minutes at the point where effluent empties into the river.  Dissolved oxygen was 
taken at section A, C and D.  Readings were stable at 9.4 ppm.  Temperature at 
section A was 6.6° centigrade, at section B, temperature was 6.2° centigrade. 

Fecal Coliform in the effluent water was less than 100/100 ml, samples taken in the river 
never exceeded 55/100 ml.  Total suspended solids at section A averaged 2.6, at section 
B, 6.0, at section C, 4.0 and section D, 3.3.  (See attached data sheet.) 

Sampling locations: 

Four cross sections of the river were chosen as sampling locations.  Section "A" is located 
approximately 100 feet upstream from the Auburn STP outfall.  Three stations were used 
at each sampling point. 

Section "B" is located approximately 50 feet downstream from the outfall, section "C" 
approximately 200 feet from the outfall and section "D" approximately 350 feet from the 
outfall. 

Station 1 began on the west side of the river, station 2 mid-stream and station 3 east side of 
the river.  Surface samples were taken at each of the three stations, depth samples were not 
taken at all stations due to low flow conditions.  (See attached map for sampling locations.) 
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
